Two 
foreign charter planes also came in 
during the night — one operated 
by Scanair, a sister company of 
SAS, and the second by Sterling 
of Britain — both to pick up 
tourists,

of the passengers were returning 
Israelis, accompanied by an unceas- 
ing flow of news media representa- 
tives and tourists. El Al's outgoing 
flights included special freight air- 
eraft bound for New York and 
Buropean capitals, carrying the 
usual Israel export cargoes. 

Lod Airport processed some 4,000 
incoming and outgoing passengers 
yesterday, with all airport services 
Operating on a normal basis.
